Industrial Board by Governor Bailey 
Monday.

Japanese Secrets In the Record. 


It can hardly be news that Japan has 


prosecuted her Asiatic conquest with 
as fine a disregard for the elemental 
principles of humanity as any con- 


But 
when chapter and verse are cited— 
as they are in Amleto Vespa's "Secret 
AKOIH of Japan" (Little, Brown S3)— 
the effect is still profoundly shocking.
